The Constitution and the Essen- 
thal Unity of the States. 


Slavery Reviewed as a Great Political 
Change. . 


Fellow Citizens: We stand to-day 
upon an eminence which overlooks a 
hundred years of National life to a 
country crowded with perils, but 
crowded with triumph of liberty and 
love. Before continuing an onward 
march, let us pause on this hight for a 
moment, to strengthen our faith sod 
renew our hope by a glance at the 
pathway aloog which our people have 
traveled. It is now three days more 
than a hundred years since the adop- 
tion of the first written. Constitution 
of the United States. 


THE ARTICLE OF CONFEDERATION AND 
PERPETUAL UNION. 


The new Republic was then beset 
with danger on every hand. It had 
not conquered a place ia the family of 
the Nation. The decisive battle of the 
War of Independence, whose centen- 
aial anniversary will ve gratefully cele- 
brated at Yorktown, had not been 
fought. The Colonists were struggling 
not only against the armies of Great 
Britain, but against the settled opin- 
ions of mankind, forthe world did 
not believe that supreme authority 
could be safely entrusted to the guar- 
diansbip of the people themselves. 
We cannot overestimate the fervent 
love of liberty, the intelligent courage 
and common sense with which our 
fathers mad the great experiment of 
self-government. When they found 
in a short time that the Confederacy 
of States was too weak to meet the 
necessities of a vigorous aod expand- 
ing Republic, they boldly set it aside, 
and in its stéad established the Nation- 
al Union, founded directly upon the will 
of the people, aod endowed it with 
future powers of self-preservation and 
with ample authority fur the accom- 
plishment of its great object. Under 
this Constitution the boundaries of 
freedom have been enlarged, the 
foundations of order and peace have 
beea stryngthened, and the growth in 
all of the better elements of Nationa! 
life has vindicated the wisdom of its 
founders, and given new life to their 
descendants. oder thie Constitution 
our people, long ago, made themselves 
safe against danger from without, and 
secured for their mariners and ‘flag 
equality of rights on all seas. Under 
this Constitution twenty-five States 
have been added to the Union with 
Constitutions and laws framed and 
enforced by their ewn citizens to se- 
cure the manifuld blessings of local 
and self-government. The jurisdic- 
tion of this Constitution now covers 
an area fifty times greater than that 
of the original thirteen States, and a 
population twenty times greater thao 
that of 1780. 

THIS CONSTITUTION TESTED. 


The supreme trial of this Constitu- 
tion came at last under the tremend. 
ous presence of civil war. We our- 
selves are witnesses that the Union 
emerged from the bluod and fire of 
that conflict purified and made strong- 
er, fur all beneficent purposes and 
goveroment; and now at the 
close of this first century of our 
growth, with inspirations of history 
In their hearts, our people have lately 
reviewed the coadition of the nation, 
pessed judgement upon the conduct 
and opivions of the political parties, 
and have registered their will con- 
cerning the future administration of 
the Government. To interpret and 
execute the will in accordance with 
the Constitution is the amount 
duty of the Executive. Even from 
this brief review it ie manifested that 
the nation is resolutely facing to the 
front, resolved to employ its best en- 
ergies in develuping the great possi- 
bilities of the future, sacredly pre- 
serving whatever ‘has been gained to 
liberty and good government during 
a centary, Our people are determin- 
ed to leave behind them ‘all those bit- 
ter controversies concerning thi 
which have beea irrevocably settled, 
and the further discussion 2 which 
can only stir up sttife and dela 
onward march. ) 


THE SUPREMACY OF THE NATION

No doubt the great 
change has caused serious disturbance 
to our Bonthern com mubitiy. This is 
to be deplored, though it was unavoid- 
able; but those who resisted the 
change should remember that under 
our institutions there was no middle 
ground for the negro race between 
slavery aad equal citizenship. There 
can be no permanent disfranchisement 
of the peasantry ia the United States. 
Freedom can never yield its fulloess af 
of bless, ugs as long as law or its ad- 
ministration places the smallest ob- 
stacle in the pathway of virtuous cit- 
zens. 


THE EMANCIPATED RACE 


has already made remarkable prog- 
reas. With its unquestionable devo- 
votion to the Union, with a patience 
and gentleness not born of fear, they 
have followed the light as God gave 
them to see the light, They are rapid- 
ly laying the material foundations for 
self-support, wideved the circle of in- 
telligence aod begioning to enjoy the 
blessings that gather around the 
homes of the industrious poor. They 
deserve the generous encouragement 
of all good men. So far as my au- 
thority can lawfully extend, they 
shall enjoy the full aod equal protec- 
tion of the Constitution aad laws. The 
free enjoyment of equal suffrage is 
still a question, and a frank statement 
of the issue may aid in its solution. It 
is alleged that in many communities 
negro citizeus are practically denied 
the freedom of the ballot. In so far 
as the truth of this allegation is admit- 
ted, it is said that in many places hon- 
est local government is impossible if 
the mass of uneducated negroes are 
allowed to vote. These are grave al- 
legations, so far as the latter ‘is true. 
It is the only palliation that can be 
offered for opposing the freedom of 
the ballot. local government is 
certainly a great eyil which ought to 
be prevented, but to violate the fre- 
dom and sanctity of the suffrage is 
more than an evil.

HONEST MONEY OF GOLD AND SILVER.

Confusion has recently been 
created by the variations in the rela- 
tive value of the metals, but I confi- 
dently believe that arrangements can 
be made between the leading commer- 
cial nations which will secure the gen- 
eral use of both metals. Congress 
should provide that compulsory coia- 
age of silver now required Ly law may 
not disturb our monetary system by 
driving either metal out. of ciroula- 
tion. If possible, such an adjustment 
should be made that the purchasing 
power of every coined dollar will be 
exactly equal to its debt-psying pow. 
er in all markets of the world. 
chief duty of our National Govern- 
ment, in connection with the currency 
of the country, is to coin and declare 
its value. 


GREENBACKS NOT MONEY BUT PROM- 
MES TO PAY. 


Grave doubts have been entertained 
whether Congress is authorized by the 
Constitution to make any form of 
paper money legal tenders. The 
present issue of the United States 
notes has been sustained by the be- 
cessities of the work, but sach paper 
shoald depend for ita value and cur- 
rency upon its convenience in use and 
its prompt redemption in coin at the 
will of the holder, and not upon its 
compulsory circulation. These notes 
are not money, but mises to 
money. If holders — it the 
promise should be kept. The fuand- 
ing of the national debt at a lower 
rate of interest should be accom- 
— without compelling the with. 

rawal of national bank notes, and 
thus disturbing the business of the 
country. I venture to refer to the 
position I have occupied on the finan- 
cial question during my long service 
in Congress, and to say that time and 
oupecrenee have strengthened the 
opinions I navé so often expressed on 
those subjects..
